Father protests 
court sentence

“Whose son or daughter will 
be killed next?” 

Bruce Jones, father of slain 
former Romulus High School 
sports star Christopher Jones, 
pointedly asks society the 
above question, as Michigan 
courts continue to “give our 
youth the wrong message 
about murder.” 

Jones complains that “We 
are telling youth today they 
can kill others and only get a 
few years in jail because they 
are juveniles. That’s wrong 
and needs to be changed.” 

The day before Jones began 
making his televised appeal, a 
similar situation was an- 
nounced in Detroit, as 16-year- 
old Nile Miles of Detroit was 
sentenced as a juvenile in con- 
nection with the murder of Ro- 
mulus teen Bayette Z. (Yogi) 
Elrod on March 29, 1993. 

Miles was convicted of mur- 
der earlier this year in connec- 
tion with the drive-by shooting 
in which more than a dozen 
shots “peppered” the house 
Elrod was visiting, but the 
Wayne Circuit Court Judge 
William Leo Cahalan delayed 
sentencing the youth, who was 
15 when the murder occurred, 


to determine whether Miles 
should be sentenced as a youth 
or an adult. Miles will remain 
in a juvenile facility until he is 
21 . 

The juvenile sentencing de- 
cision came down ironically 
March 7, just two days before 
the pre-trial hearing of Jones’ 
son accused killer, Nathan 
Younce, 15, of Taylor. Younce is 
accused of shooting Jones, 21, 
in the parking lot of Romulus’ 
alternative high school on Su- 
perior Road. 

Younce is charged with first 
degree murder, but he also 
could be sentenced as a juve- 
nile. 

Jones states he is speaking 
as a concerned member of so- 
ciety, not just a grieving father, 
when he asks for harsher 
prison time for teen killers. 

“If a gun or knife is used 
during a criminal act by a juve- 
nile, it should be mandatory 
that the youth be treated in 
courts as an adult,” Jones 
stressed. 

“If society fails to heed 
these words, the same words 
being repeated by Wayne 
County prosecutor’s staff mem- 
bers and others across the 
state, all I can ask is “whose 
child is next?”

While the majority of the na- 
tional media was glued to 
President Bill Clinton in De- 
troit on Monday, 300 students, 
teachers and parents from 
throughout Wayne County 
studied the impact of the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA) at Ro- 
mulus High School. 

The visitors joined Romulus 
High School students in shar- 
ing information and opinions 
on the controversial trade 
agreement that was passed 
narrowly last year by the U.S. 
Congress. 

The trade agreement links 
U.S., Canadian and Mexican 
economic futures in the same 
way the European Common 
Market serves “Old World” 
countries. 

Early last semester a team 
of Romulus High students trav- 
eled to Washington, D.C. to vid- 
eotape opinions of key 
national lawmakers on the 
NAFTA question. 

Hopes remain high, if fund- 
ing becomes available, that 
some of the NAFTA studies 
group will be allowed to visit 
Canadian and Mexican cities 
in the future. 

It was hoped by Principal 
Tom Dolan that Clinton could 
be convinced to travel “the ex- 
tra mile” and visit Romulus at 
the tail end of his Detroit visit. 

But despite Clinton’s non- 
appearance, many out-of-town 
students and faculty members 
constantly were praising the 
NAFTA effort, which allowed 
students to open up their opin- 
ions on job and environmental 
issues. 

The Romulus students’ offi- 
cial NAFTA multi-page hand- 
book also was highly praised

A second voter survey was 
conducted by Environmental

Ultimately the NAFTA stu- 
dents will get national expo- 
sure, as they are slated to 
appear this June on C-Span 
television. 

Dolan highly praised his 
multi-media staff for training 
the participating students in 
the use of the various media 
technology to make Monday a 
tremendously successful day. 

The staff included Carol 
Harriff, Laurie Berlinn, Al- 
berta Garrett and Maria 
Stuart. 

Dolan said Chuck Ustics cu- 
linary arts staff also “outdid 
themselves in preparing an ex- 
cellent lunch for 500 NAFTA 
participants.” 

Bill Bradford was cited by 
Dolan for providing the photo- 
graphy and video technical as- 
sistance for the events and 
Dolan’s secretary Louise Bri- 
ody for preparing the much ac-

those surveyed responded that 
the city should ‘negotiate a set- 
tlement’.” 

The EDS statement also 
said when asked about their 
position on the proposed tax 
increase the response was two 
to one against raising funds for 
an “Environmental Protection 
Fund.” 

The city is planning to ask 
voters to pass a one mill refer- 
endum this June to support an 
ongoing Environmental Pro- 
tection Fund. The millage bal- 
lot question would limit the 
collection of that mill for only 
five years. Any possible exten- 
sion of that mill collection 
would require another refer- 
endum. 

EDS states “the survey 
shows once again that a major- 
ity of voters responding are in 
favor of settling the lawsuit” 
and it is also clear “that the 
residents of this city are 
strongly opposed to raising 
taxes to fight the lawsuit 
against EDS or provide fund- 
ing for unknown environmen- 
tal purposes.” 

Wicklund said “we will be 
using this information to con- 
tinue our efforts towards a set- 
tlement. We are very much 
committed to our deep well 
project and resolving the cur- 
rent dispute with the city. We 
are dedicated to being a good 
corporate citizen of Romulus 
and providing a positive con- 
tribution to the community.”

The weekly battle between 
forces in favor and against the 
planned $6.1 million 
hazardous/non hazardous liq- 
uid injection well continued at 
an emotional pitch Monday 
night and included Council- 
man Jimmie Raspberry’s plea 
that personal attacks against 
the Ryznar family cease. 

Raspberry stated he knew 
John and Mary Ryznar and 
other members of their family 
for many years. 

“I have nothing but respect 
for them,” the veteran council- 
man said. “I find it very unfair 
for well opponents to continu- 
ally rip this family week after 
week. It’s time we started to 
deal solely with the well issue 
and leave the Ryznar family 
alone.” 

Verlie Wilhide, a long time 
environmental well opponent, 
demanded to know from Rasp- 
berry, “do you have a sympa- 
thetic ear for me? Since I have 
started to voice my opinion on 
this issue, I have had carpen- 
ter nails thrown in my drive- 
way and received threatening 
phone calls...some as late as 
1:30 and 2:30 a.m.” 

Wilhide said she has proof 
that one of those early morn- 
ing calls came from the Ryznar 
residence. 

Delores Witzgall, head of a 
newly formed citizens group 
working for an out-of-court set- 
tlement on the well issue, told 
the City Council, “I had a 
speech to give tonight, but I 
have cancelled it. 

“Our group (known as Voice 
of Taxpayers for Efficient 
Spending or VOTES) sent out 
letters and return postcards to 


all voters, seeking to know 
their opinion on the out-of- 
court settlement issue,” Witz- 
gall said. 

“Today is the first day those 
returns could have reached us 
and we already have 65,” she 
said. 

Witzgall asked Councilman 
Pete Bergeron (who signed the 
mailed letter) if anti-well rep- 
resentatives gave him that 
many.” 

Earlier R.P. Lilly, a Romulus 
home owner who also is a ma- 
jor opponent of the deep injec- 
tion well, said he visited the 
well area and Environmental 
Disposal Systems President 
Douglas Wicklund claimed 
“my concerns were based on 
fear. He told me I needed to 
get the facts. 

“Well I now have the facts 
and will be glad to show them 
to anyone. They show evidence 
of deep well failures all over 
the nation,” Lilly continued. 

“Wicklund also asked me to 
check with the experts on un- 
derground liquid migration 
factors. I have,” Lilly said “and 
I found even the experts do not 
agree. Some say it would mi- 
grate only about a quarter of a 
mile and others say it could 
migrate up to nine miles, with 
many others listing distances 
between those two extremes.” 

Lilly said he had six return 
post cards for Bergeron, but as 


he started to walk toward the 
councilman, about a half 
dozen others ran up with their 
cards also stating “we vote no 
on your request also.” 

Sonda Stepchuck, another 
well opponent, appeared for 
the fourth week in a row de- 
manding to know what the city 
council was going to do about 
her request for a “conflict of 
interest” resolution. 

“(City Attorney Barry) Seif- 
man claimed last week that he 
had not received a copy of my 
sample resolution,” Stepchuck 
said. 

City Councilman Michael 
Prybyla told his fellow coun- 
cilmen, “It is our responsiblity 
to follow up on this and obtain 
Seifman’s opinion on it.” 

Citizen activist Mary Collins 
told Raspberry she agreed 
with almost everything he said 
about the Ryznar family, since 
she had gone to the same 
church as the Ryznars for 
many years. 

“But have you ever heard of 
a company that promises to 
give a city a pot of gold or make 
them a partner in their busi- 
ness? In most cases companies 
come to you only seeking tax 
abatements,” Collins contin- 
ued. 

“I rank the $500,000 in roy- 
alties EDS is offering with 
gambling money,” she con- 
cluded.

“The window in the pas- 
senger door was broken, so I 
couldn’t hear what they were 
asking,” she continued, “and 
then Chris got out of the van 
with a baseball bat and went to 
talk with them.” 

McCarroll revealed she wit- 
nessed a slender male get out 
of the passenger side of the 
Tracker. While she couldn’t 
hear the exchange of com- 
ments, the witness said, “I did 
notice he had a silver gun in 
his right hand.” 

McCarroll said she opened 
the passenger door seconds 
later and saw Jones begin to 
walk away from the gunman. 
She overheard her boyfriend 
ask, “What are you going to do, 
shoot me?" 

McCarroll said she heard a 
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click of the gun’s trigger and 
then heard a shot fired. She 
said she quickly jumped back 
into the van and ducked down 
below the window. 

After Jones was shot, Mc- 
Carroll said, he didn’t have 
enough strength to get back 
into the van even though the 
door was open. She admitted 
peeking out the side of the van 
and seeing the gunman and 
three others leave the parking 
lot. 

On cross examination by de- 
fense attorney Kal Najar, Mc- 
Carroll admitted that she lied 
to police initially stating Jones 
did not have a baseball bat, 
but later changed her story 

On redirect testimony, Mc- 
Carroll admitted seeing bullet 
holes in both the driver and 
passenger side windows of the 
van after the shots were fired. 

The only other witness 
called by Assistant Prosecutor 
Curtis Smith was 16-year-old 
Stacy Younce, sister of the de- 
fendant and the girl McCarroll 
said was “in my math class.” 

Younce testified her 
brother “wasn’t planning on 
shooting any one with the gun, 
he was just going to threaten 
him with it.” 

When she saw her brother 
get out of the Tracker with the 
gun in his hand, Younce said 
she cried out, “Don’t go it. I 
went into shock later when he 
fired the shot screamed and 
looked down away from Jones 


and my brother.” 

On cross examination, 
Smith obtained Younce’s ad- 
mission that she, too, lied to 
police early in the interroga- 
tion session to protect her 
brother. 

Smith also entered into evi- 
dence that Bruce Jones, father 
of the victim, identified the 
body. He also read part of the 
autopsy report that showed 
that the bullet punctured a 
main artery and both lungs of 
the victim. 

Najar urged that 
Zaborowski drop the first de- 
gree murder charge claiming 
that no testimony showed that 
there was any premeditation 
in the case and asked instead 
he bind over a manslaughter 
or second degree murder 
charge. 

Zaborowski refused stating, 
“Twenty four hours of plan- 
ning are not needed to create a 
premeditation element,” and 
bound over the first degree 
murder charge. Also bound 
over were the charges of as- 
sault with intent to commit 
murder and two counts of fel 
ony firearm violations. 

Also arrested in the murder 
case was David Vipperman, 17, 
of Belleville, who was charged 
with being an accomplice after 
the fact in regard to hiding the 
murder weapon. Vipperman 
waved a preliminary hearing 
and is being held in lieu of 
$100,000 bond.

or on outstanding bonds of the City and exclusive of any levy 
authorized by statute to be made beyond the Charter tax rale 
limitation. Up to One (1) mill being dedicated solely for environ- 
mental protection for five (5) years. 

The provisions of the existing section of the Charter of the City of 
Romulus to be altered and abrogated by such proposal, if adopted, now 
reads as follows: 

The City shall have the power to assess taxes and levy and collect 
rents, tolls and excises. The City shall not have the power to levy an 
income tax. The annual ad valorem tax levy shall not exceed ten 
(10) mills of the assessed valuation of all real and personal property 
subject to taxation in the City as equalized by the Suite, exclusive of 
any levy required for the payment of principal and interest on 
present Township sewer and water indebtedness or on outstanding 
bonds of the City and exclusive of any levy authorized by suitute to 
be made beyond the Charter tax rate limitation. 

2. The purpose of the proposed amendment shall be designated on the 
ballot as follows: 

In order to provide funds for environmental protection including 
pending and future legal and non-legal matters, shall the City of 
Romulus amend the Charter to increase the lax liminnion that may 
be imposed for all purposes upon taxable property in the City of 
Romulus, Wayne County, Michigan by no more than One ( 1 ) Mill 
($1.00 for each $1,000.00) of the suite equalized valuation for all 
taxable property within the City, for five (5) years, 1994 through 
1998 inclusive, by one (1 ) mill, to solely provide funds for environ- 
mental protection. 

3. The City Clerk shall forthwith transmit a copy of the proposed 
amendment to the Governor of the Suite of Michigan for his 
approval, and transmit a copy of the foregoing statement of purpose 
of such proposed amendment to the Attorney General of the State 
of Michigan for his approval, as required by law. 

4. The City Clerk shall seek to obtain consent with the Romulus 
School District to have such matter placed upon their June election. 

5. The proposed Charter Amendment shall be, and the same is hereby 
ordered to be, submitted to the qualified electors of the City of 
Romulus at a Special Election to be held in this City on Monday, 
the 13th day of June, 1994, in conjunction with the Romulus School 
Board Election and the City Clerk is hereby directed to give notice 
of the election and registration, therefore, in the manner prescribed 
by law- and to do all things and to provide all supplies necessary to 
submit such Charter Amendment to the vote of the electors as 
required by law. 

6. The proposed amendment shall be submitted to the electors in the 


following form, to-wit: 

Proposed Amendment to Section 11.1 of the Romulus City Charter 
to change the taxation power of the City by increasing the total 
millagc from Ten (10) Mills to Eleven (11) Mills for five (5) years. 
One (1) Mill dedicated solely for Environmental Protection, then 
returned to Ten (10) Mills after five (5) years.

Educational institutions increasingly are the target of 
wide-spread criticism because of the poor performances 
of some high school graduates and the lack of job-oriented 
skills that others have been unable to acquire in the class- 
room. 

While we acknowledge that the primary responsibility 
for quality education rests with the local school districts, 
we also are aware that they cannot do the job alone. To 
achieve the citizens of tomorrow who will function well in 
society and adapt to new technology and ideas, others 
must join educators in nurturing these students for the 
challenges of the new global society. 

One local organization has come up with a Vision State- 
ment for Education that sets some realistic goals and stan- 
dards for the future, and its message is worth repeating. 

Last week, the vice president of economic development 
of the Southern Wayne County Chamber of Commerce 
brought the message to a local chamber group that it is the 
collective duty of four separate entities - businesses, edu- 
cational institutions, families (including students) and 
community organizations - to prepare the citizens of to- 
morrow. 

All of the community has a hand in the training of our 
youth, and until we all take that responsibility seriously, 
our educational problems will not be solved. 

The statement says: “We believe education is essential 
to our democratic society and the engine of its economic 
strength. We also believe that the educational process and 
life-long learning must be nurtured by community re- 
sources while remaining the responsibility of each indi- 
vidual. 

“The educational system we envision leverages its re- 
sources to provide leaders who have differing aspirations 
and abilities with the foundation skills necessary to func- 
tion effectively and productively in the new global society. 
The system must be cost effective in its operation and 
responsive to the changing and differing needs of its con- 
stituents. 

“We expect that the citizens of tomorrow will be well- 
grounded in the redefined fundamentals of integrated lan- 
guage arts, mathematics, science and other liberal arts; 
goal-oriented and self-motivated; able to think creatively 
and critically to solve problems and develop new applica- 
tions; qualified to learn and apply technological advances 
and discoveries; capable of managing information using 
new technologies; able to work cooperatively as team 
players to fulfill job responsibilities; open minded and 
able to adapt to and accommodate change; able to demon- 
strate positive behavior that reflects the values of our 
democratic society; understanding of and sensitive to the 
differing beliefs and values of individuals and cultures; 
participating in community and government affairs, and 
committed to life-long learning.” 

The four groups must not only work together, but most 
drive toward the same vision to make it a reality because 
our future is at stake, the chamber vice president noted. 

We believe this vision statement is a valid one for stu- 
dents in the communities we serve, and we hope the four 
entities - businesses, educational institutions, families 
and community organizations - will adopt the message as 
their own for the good of our future. 

Now, get busy 

While the results of the vote on Proposal A were not 
known at press time this week, one thing is known for 
certain. It is now time to get at the restructuring and refi- 
nancing of our educational system. 

We urge legislators to lick their wounds or wipe the 
satisfied smirk from their collective faces and do the job 
they were elected to do...represent the people of this state 
who want definitive action regarding the funding and ac- 
countability of our educational system. 

The time for arguing and political bartering is over. 
Send the lobbyists packing and get busy ensuring the edu- 
cation of our children. One way or another, our legislators 
are now charged with an awesome responsibility.

Health care plan 
is costly for all 

To the editor: 

Our elected officials in 
Washington have defined the 
reform of our health care sys- 
tem as a matter of the highest 
national priority. President 
and Mrs. Clinton have offered 
an outline of a complex plan 
designed to assure that every 
American has access to health 
care. 

I am a podiatrist who is a 
board certified foot and ankle 
surgeon specializing in trauma 
and reconstructive surgery. I 
have lectured and written ex- 
tensively in my field. Unlike 
most of my fellow podiatrists, 
60 percent of my patients are 
referred to me by physicians 
and other podiatrists. 

While I do not claim exper 
tise in all aspects of health 
care, my nearly 20 years in the 
field and the unique character 
of my practice affords me a 
singular perspective pertinent 
to the task of defining the es- 
sential challenge of health 
care reform. 


That challenge is to effect 
necessary and desirable 
change without diminishing 
the quality of the health care 
product. 

Over decades, American 
consumers decided in the mar- 
ketplace that we wanted our 
lives and the lives of our loved 
ones to be protected by the 
brightest and most highly moti- 
vated people in our society. 
The marketplace communi- 
cated that demand to bright 
young people by offering top 
dollar to those who could sur- 
vive the rigorous selection pro- 
cess of the medical profession. 
That in a nutshell is the pre- 
cise reason American health 
care for all of its shortcomings 
is the finest in the world. 

In recent years the exces- 
sive bureaucratization of the 
health care industry has dis- 
torted the marketplace creat- 
ing disincentives for patients 
and health care practitioners 
to make rational medical and 
financial decisions. 

For many years I have 
served as the director of a de- 
manding two-year podiatric 
foot and ankle surgical resi- 
dency program. Because of the 
vagaries of third-party reim- 
bursement and some profes- 
sional disagreements with 
orthopedic surgeons, the 
highly qualified board certi- 
fied graduates of my surgical 
residency program often make 
a financial sacrifice, relative 
to other podiatrists, to practice 
foot and ankle surgery at their 
high level of expertise. 

I am concerned that the ab- 
sence of a financial incentive 
is causing bright young po- 
diatrists to avoid the consider- 
able personal and financial 
sacrifice necessary to acquire 
surgical skills for which there 
exists an acute need. 

I acknowledge that there 
are instances where distor- 
tions caused by the bureaucra- 
tization of the health care 
industry have caused certain 
medical practitioners to be 
compensated at a level higher 
than that which would have oc- 
' curred in an unfettered free 
market. 

The appropriate way to re- 
store market discipline to 
health care is to allow the con- 
sumer to feel the financial con- 
sequences of their purchasing 
decisions. By granting or with- 
holding their purchases the 
consumer will be informing 
the industry of their medical 
priorities, thereby creating fi- 
nancial incentives for the in- 
dustry to respond. 

Mandating cost savings by 
bureaucratic fiat, without the 
input of the consumer is a rec- 
ipe for distortion and the 
steady diminution of the qual- 


ity of care provided. 

If and when the signal is 
sent through the marketplace 
to the best and brightest young 
people that if they will work 
very hard to survive a brutal 
selection process, assume sub- 
stantial debt and often wait 
until they are past 30 to earn a 
living only to find that their an- 
ticipated earning power has 
been substantially reduced; 
then the caliber of medical 
practitioners and the quality 
of medical care they provide 
will decline substantially. 

Make no mistake, that is the 
price of health care reform by 
bureaucratic fiat. The coming 
months will determine if 
Americans are prepared to 
pay that price.

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School testing 
goals discussed

Wayne-Westland school dis- 
trict officials discussed short 
and long-term goals to improve 
student Michigan Education 
Assessment Program (MEAP) 
scores, during a recent meet- 
ing. 

Assistant Superintendent of 
Instruction Dr. Jane Kuckel 
said one major short-term 
method of improving MEAP 
scores is matching instruction 
to the state core-curriculum 
reading strategies for testing 
students. Examining problem 
solving skills and raising 
teacher/student success expec- 
tations are other short-term 
goals. 

The most significant long- 
term strategy for improving 
MEAP scores, Kuckel said, is 
restructuring the entire K-12 
curriculum so the entire pro- 


gram is centered around state 
core-curriculum. 

“We plan to have staff in 
place for different teaching 
strategies,’’ Kuckel said. 

According to Kuckel, this 
curriculum change will re- 
quire the district to purchase 
new materials and implement 
new technologies. Kuckel ad- 
ded that by following the state 
core-curriculum, teachers will 
not have to set aside addi- 
tional MEAP preparation 
time, but rather just review 
test-taking skills. 

“We’re building prepara- 
tion into the curriculum so we 
don’t do last minute prepara- 
tion,” Kuckel said. 

Changing instruction to 
meet the state core-curriculum 
will also insure that students 
learn certain skills before be- 
ing tested on them, Kuckel ad- 
ded. 


Condominium project 
approved in Westland

Westland City Council mem- 
bers unanimously approved a 
site plan to develop 25 condo- 
miniums on the south side of 
Hunter, east of Wayne Road.

No opposition to the site 
plan was heard at the March 7 
meeting and council members 
thanked Chawney for meeting 
with residents to hear their 
concerns.

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Westland resident faces murder trial

An 18-year-old Westland man was bound over 
to Detroit Recorder’s Court for trial on charges of 
second-degree murder and felony firearms in the 
recent shooting death of 24-year-old Antonio Mag- 
gio of Westland. 

Thomas Robert Woodhead, who was denied 
bond, faces a maximum sentence of life in prison 
if convicted on the murder charge and a manda- 
tory two years in prison if convicted of the fire- 
arms charge. 

Woodhead allegedly fired a shotgun 16 to 20 
times at the victim, who was driving a vehicle 
stolen from a friend of Woodhead’s which had 
been left running in the defendant’s driveway fol- 
lowing an altercation with the dead man. 

The court decision was delayed a week to al- 
low Westland 18th District Judge Gail McKnight 
time to consider whether Thomas Robert Wood- 
head would be charged with the original second- 
degree murder charge or to reduce the charge to 
manslaughter. 

McKnight said that although private individ- 
uals have the right to make a citizen’s arrest of a 
felon and, in some cases, have the right to use 
deadly force as a means of apprehending a flee- 
ing felon, the victim, according to testimony, was 
not fleeing.

“The victim was moving away in a non-fleeing 
fashion,” McKnight said. 

“The law is clear that any private citizen can 
use deadly force provided the criminal can’t be 
otherwise taken. However private citizens must 
exercise reasonable care wtihout using more vi- 
olence than necessary,” McKnight said. 

McKnight added that law enforcement officials 
were not notified until after the victim was killed. 

“Only after the victim appeared to be dead did 
the defendant’s friends tell neighbors to call 911,” 
she said. 

McKnight said she also considered Wood- 
head’s conduct after the shooting. 

“After shooting 16-20 rounds, he fled the scene. 
His car was hidden in the garage and the defen- 
dant broke down the gun putting the parts in two 
different locations, contrary to the way he nor- 
mally stores it,” McKnight said referring to testi- 
mony. 


Woodhead was charged after Westland police, 
who were dispatched to a reported shooting, 
found the victim’s bloodied body in a white 1985 
Chevy Camaro stuck in the snow on the 2400 block 
of S. Christine Street, police said. The vehicle was 
still running and it’s gear in drive when police 
found Mr. Maggio in the driver’s seat, according to 
reports. 

The victim was transported to Annapolis Hos- 
pital in Wayne where he was pronounced dead as 
a result of three gunshot wounds. According to 
the coroner’s report, Mr. Maggio suffered one gun- 
shot to the right side of his face, which went 
through the base of his skull, and two shots to the 
back. The victim was also hit by a fourth bullet 
which grazed his arm, according to the report. 

The incident allegedly began when Ryan Re- 
voir, a 17-year-old Livonia man, was driving south 
on Wayne Road near Avondale with his girl- 
friend. A white van containing three men began 
to tailgate the couple. 

Revoir stopped for a traffic signal at Wayne 
and Palmer and the passenger in the van, later 
identified as the victim, walked up to the Camaro 
and yelled “What the f— is your problem,” ac- 
cording to police. 

Revoir testified that the victim grabbed his

Joint effort 

Inkster literacy 
program adopted

In a day and age when society has the technology and 
the scientific knowledge to put a man on the moon, and 
in an age when space crafts are traveling to the ends of 
the universe, one would think that illiteracy was some- 
thing you read about in history books, in the chapter on 
the Dark Ages. 

But apparently that is not so. Illiteracy is still thriving 
and doing well right here in our communities. 

The paradox of a society so technologically advanced, 
yet mired in ignorance, can be frustrating for educators 
whose mission is to eradicate it. 

Just ask Selenia Robinson, who is director of the Inks- 
ter Literacy Council, a council attempting to wipe out 
illiteracy and discovering how frustrating the work can 
be. She knows first-hand. 

“I know you may not believe this, but we still have 
people who can’t even sign their own names,” Robinson 
said with a deep sigh. “These people leave their mark, 
usually an “X”. We are looking for books and tutors to 
help these people. 

‘These people are out there and we are here to help 
them. We need a bridge and we’re hoping the commu- 
nities will help build it so that those who need help can 
cross over.” 

Robinson’s plea has been picked up by The Associated 
Newspapers which has set up a collection center to gather 
books and look for qualified tutors. The books will be 
collected at the ANP central offices in Wayne (35540 
Michigan Avenue). Also, a collection center has been set 
up at the Belleville Enterprise office, located 116 Fourth 
Street. 

Robinson, who hold a masters in education, stressed

that the council mission is to “combat illiteracy wher- 
ever we can and to assist those adults who need it, to 
learn the pleasures of reading. 

“If a parent can’t read, we usually have found that it 
leads to reading problems for their children,” Robinson 
continued. “It is no secret, a child surrounded by books 
has a better chance in life than one surrounded by tur- 
moil.” 

She said to lift a child out of poverty, the council must

Inkster, Romulus vote against tax plan

Car buyers and Michigan legislators will be doing the 
post-Proposal A shuffle in coming weeks as they seek to 
interpret the results of the massive voter approval of Pro- 
posal A. 

State Rep. Gregory Pitoniak (D-Taylor) said Thursday, “It 
is difficult to discern at this time the total impact of Tues- 
day’s vote. 

“The House Tax Committee this week couldn’t get the 
needed votes to get a bill out of committee that would 
expand the definition of homestead properties to include 
certain types of agricultural properties, which could cut 
some property tax bills from 24 mills to 6 mills,” Pitoniak 
said. 

On election eve, Pitoniak told Romulus voters that he 
expected to see a flurry of financial issues voted on in the 
State Legislature in coming weeks, as Engler had made a 
lot of promises to various voter blocs to gain support for 
Proposal A. 

Last Tuesday, despite voter rejections in Inkster and 
Romulus (as well as Detroit), Proposal A easily sailed 
through voters’ cynicism to gamer a heavy statewide win. 

The voting totals in western Wayne County showed Inks 
ter voters opposed to the school tax plan by a margin of 
2,489 no to only 1,891 yes and by a lesser margin in Ro- 


mulus, 2,035 negatives to 1,906 in favor. 

However, other area municipalities joined the majority 
statewide in supporting Engler’s tax plan by the following 
votes: 

• Belleville: 538 yes, 309 no. 

• Wayne: 2,496 yes, 1,685 no. 

• Westland: 11,378 yes, 7,728 no. 

• Canton Township: 11,149 yes, 4,069 no. 

Area auto dealers were looking through rose-colored 
glasses as they began to forecast much higher sales from 
now until May 1, when the sales tax hike becomes effective. 

Stephen J. Visotsky, general sales manager of Jack Dem 
mer Ford Inc. of Wayne, said, “We’re expecting a 10-20 
percent hike. We are very positive that the attitudes of the 
car buyer will create new sales in the next six weeks.” 

Jim Thomas, general sales manager of Tennyson Chevro- 
let, said, “We feel sales definitely will increase, since our 
1994 sales total already are higher than last year. 

“The car buyer, who pays in cash, will see the biggest 
savings,” Thomas said, “and will probably be more inter- 
ested in taking advantage of the sales tax issue. When you 
pay by car payment that savings is less visible because it is 
divided by 12 monthly payments.” 

Thomas said, “Our stock of both new and used cars is 
better than last year, so our customers will have top choice

Wayne 

man dies 
in fatal 
crash

A 39-year-old Wayne motor- 
ist was killed instantly Thurs- ! 
day morning when he lost 
control of his vehicle after 
striking a discarded tire on 
Wayne Road in Romulus and 
crashing into a concrete abut- 
ment near 1-94. 

Romulus police closed traf- 
fic from 6 until 9 a.m. on Wayne 
Road between northbound 1-94 
and Goddard Road following 
the accident. 

The victim, Daniel 
Dzendzel, 39, a divorced father 
of two young daughters, report- 
edly was en route to work at 
the time of the crash. 

Romulus Traffic Officer 
Rick Schwartz said Dzendzel 
was traveling in the south- 
bound right lane of Wayne 
Road, when his 1987 GMC 
pickup truck struck a truck tire 
and wheel that was lying in the 
center of the lane. 

Dzendzel lost control of the 
truck and it went off to the 
right and crashed into an abut- 
ment.

Accused 
murderer 
is guilty

One of the four defendants 
accused in the August 1993 
murders of Westland residents 
Kathy Rose-Lane, 38, and 
Bruce Tufnell, 33, and two 
other Gladwin County resi- 
dents, was convicted on eight 
separate charges including

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four counts of first-degree 
murder. 

Michael David Elliott, 20, 
was convicted of the murder 
charges, armed robbery, arson, 
felony firearms and entering 
an occupied dwelling with in- 
tent to commit larceny after a 
seven-day jury trial in Gladwin 
County Circuit Court Elliott is 
scheduled to be sentenced on 
the charges April 5. 

During the trial, Paul De- 
lbert Treece, 18, another de- 
fendant in the case, plea 
bargained and pleaded guilty 
to armed robbery and felony 
firearms. Treece is scheduled 
to be sentenced on the charges 
May 3 and could face up to life 
in prison on the armed rob- 
bery charges. 

Charles Loran Treece, 20, 
faces a jury trial on nine 
charges April 6. Charles 
Treece was charged with four 
counts of first-degree murder, 
armed robbery, breaking and 
entering, arson, felony fire- 
arms and conspiracy to com- 
mit armed robbery. 

Tammy LaCross, a 16-year- 
old Grand Rapids area girl, 
was also charged in connec- 
tion with the deaths of the two 
Westland residents, Mike 
Tufnell, the 43-year-old cousin 
of Bruce Tufnell and LaCross’ 
mother, Vicky Sue Currie, 39, 
who lived with Mike Tufnell in 
the Bentley Township home. 
LaCross also plea bargained 
and pleaded guilty to armed 
robbery and felony firearms 
and is scheduled to be sen- 
tenced after Charles Treece’s 
jury trial is completed. 

Mr. Tufnell and Mrs. Lane 
arrived at Mike Tufnell’s home 
during the evening hours of 
Aug. 6, 1993 en route to a fam-

and savings as benefits in the 
next six weeks.” 

Many city governments, like 
Westland, will lose $200,000 or 
more in city administration 
fees with the approval of Pro- 
posal A and will also face ad- 
ditional losses (about $50,000) 
in the interest it collects on 
school fund monies. 

Voters in Van Buren Towns- 
hip were in favor of Proposal A 
by a 3,685- 1,750 margin. 

Sixty-seven percent of the 
voters cast “yes” votes, and 32 
percent voted “no.” 

“I think it showed that the 
people in our state were over- 
whelmingly for the the sales 
tax hike,” said Linda Hall, a 
business owner who resides in 
Van Buren Township. 

Cameron Mclnally, Van 
Buren Township development 
director, said the results of the 
March 15 balloting were anx- 
iouly awaited by township offi- 
cials, because a major project 
slated to be constructed with 
Tax Increment Financing Au- 
thority funds would be in jeop- 
ardy with a “yes” vote. 

“We were waiting for the 
election results, but we were 
not surprised at the outcome. 
It (the approval of the pro- 
posal) killed the bond issue. 
We don’t know what direction 
the Downtown Development 
Authority will go now, but we 
should have a recommenda- 
tion at the meeting next 
month,” Mclnally said. 

In Sumpter Township, 1,460, 
or 64 percent of the voters, cast 
“yes” votes, while 818, or 35 
percent, voted “no.”

first lift the parent to a table 
where he can read and under- 
stand the importantce of 
reading. 

“But we need more volun- 
teers - more tutors - to do this. 
And we will provide our tutors 
training, free of charge, so that 
they can help these people.” 

Tutors are required to at- 
tend a 12-hour workshop 
where they are instructed in 
the use of books and other ma- 


terials designed to teach adult 
non-readers. They will be as- 
signed a student, usually an 
adult over the age of 16, resid- 
ing in Wayne County. 

Robinson noted that the lit- 
eracy council has had many 
success stories. 

Like the student who came 
to the council eager to learn 
how to read. He found the Bi- 
ble so intriguing that he would 
not put it down. 

“He learned to read and 
would you believe he is pres- 
ently preaching at one of the 
area churches,” Robinson 


said. “Most of our participants 
are very shy and embarrassed 
about their inability to read. 
They don’t want their names 
publicized or their pictures 
taken." 

Usually, Robinson said, 
there is an “end-of-the-year” 
ceremony to laud the students 
who have participated and 
also acknowledge those volun- 
teers who have helped in the 
program. 

“In this day and age,” Rob- 
inson stressed, “there are no 
legitimate reasons for a child 
or an adult not to have the 


skills to read and write. It is a 
tragedy that in a country so 
rich as ours, we still have peo- 
ple walking the street who 
can’t read. 

“For the good of our society, 
we must find these people, en- 
courage them to enroll in the 
available programs, such as 
ours, and to become enlight- 
ened.”

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2 rescued by 
student

It was a cloudy Monday afternoon. And 
the sun was struggling to stay ahead of a 
cold front on this, the 25th day of a wintry 
January in 1993. 

Two teen-age Robichaud High School 
students, one a standout on the football 
team, were strolling home after classes. 

John Rice Jr., a sturdy, 190-pound junior 
linebacker, and his friend, Dwaine Quinn, 
were in the 27000 block of Florence when 
they saw residents on the street gathering 
outside of 27106 Florence shouting and 
screaming as smoke bellowed from the two- 
story dwelling. 

As the two raced to the scene, residents 
were shouting that they believed the occu- 
pants were still in the burning house. Rice, 
without hesitation, bolted for the front door 
as his friend called the fire department. 
The husky athlete searched the smoke- 
darkened rooms and found one of the occu- 
pants, a 64-year-old grandmother. 

Dodging smoldering household items, 
Rice managed to lead the dazed Lois Ben- 
nett out of the building. Once outside, Ben- 
nett looked for her grandchild and not 
seeing the child, told Rice that she believed 
the little girl was still inside. 

Again, with disregard for his own safety 
and life, Rice returned to the now inferno 
and discovered the child who had been 
overcome by the smoke. 

Rice found 6-year-old Tashonda Bennett 
unconscious on the floor in the living room 
and picked her up and carried her to safety. 

Tashonda had suffered first-degree 
burns on the hands and face, but otherwise 
was in good shape despite the ordeal. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that his 
actions saved the lives of the Bennetts,” 
said Inkster Fire Chief Victor Boulanger at 
the time. 

For their heroic action, John Rice Jr. and 
Dwaine Quinn were honored by the city and 
presented proclamations by the city of Inks- 
ter. 

Heart attack 
victim saved!

When Huron Valley Ambulance emer- 
gency medical technician Jody Sweeney 
and his partner were returning from a rou- 
tine transport of a patient to a convalescent 
center last month, Sweeney was surprised 
to see a car pull in front of them at a traffic 
light and signal for aid. 

“The car pulled in front of us at the Inter- 
state-94 South Service Drive and Belleville 
Road, and an older man got out of the pas- 
senger side door and came to us,” Sweeney 
said. “He said his chest hurt and he had 
difficulty breathing. 

“I walked him to the back of the ambu- 
lance, and asked him questions about his 
health - had he ever had an similar experi- 
ence and was he undegoing any type of 
medical treatment? He indicated that he 
had no previous health problems. Then, he 
laid on the cot and we proceeded to give 
him oxygen,” Sweeney said. 

A later check revealed that the victim 
had no history of heart problems and was 
not taking any medication. Prior to stopping 
the ambulance, he had visited a local clinic 
where he had been told he was experienc- 
ing a heart attack. The man declined to wait 
for an ambulance, and decided to have his 
son drive him to the hospital. 

“As we were looking at the monitor, his 
son, who had been driving the car, came by 
and called out that his father’s eyes were 
rolling back. At that point, he went into ar- 
rest,” Sweeney said. “We had to shock him 
to bring him back, and we contacted the 
hospital for further instructions. We were 
advised to give him medication to prevent 
him from going into arrest again, but it 
wasn’t successful. The patient had to be 
shocked again.”

Trapped

Two days before Christmas 
in 1989, the teenage son of a 
Romulus concrete company 
owner slipped and fell into a 
huge grinder-hopper machine 
trapping his left leg in the 
blades of the equipment. 

The victim, John David Os- 
borne Jr., who was 15 years old 
at the time, said he was work- 
ing at his father’s business, Os- 
borne Concrete Co. of 
Romulus, while on Christmas 
school break the day the acci 
dent occurred. 

He was pushing and kicking 
frozen sand, when he slipped 
and fell into the machine, Os- 
borne said. 

“I immediately began call- 
ing for help, but no one appar

Firefighter aids 
choking child

While there have been any number of close 
calls and heroic moments in the life of Canton 
Township firefighter Tom Davison, there is 
one incident which will always mark him as a 
real hero. 

In the early 1990s, Davison, an employee of 
the township for 17 years, was spending a 
quiet night at the fire station when a call for 
help came in-a child was choking on a grape 
and not breathing. Davison and his partner, 
Mike Caruso, sprang into action. 

Davison, the driver of the emergency vehi- 
cle, spotted the child first. 

“When I got there, I found the child in the 
father’s arms,” said Davison. “He was trying to 
do the Heimlich maneuver, but was unsuc- 
cessful. The child was limp and turning blue.” 

After delivering four back blows and a nu 
mber of abdominal thrusts, the veteran fire- 
fighter was able to clear the air passage of the 
9- year-old boy. 

There was nothing special in his actions 
said the man. “This is what we re trained to

Some of the local heroes received honors and recog- 
nition, and others received only a handshake and a 
heart-filled thank you.

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School leaders to discuss approved tax hike ramifications

The poor school districts 
will get richer and the richer a 
bit poorer, according to at least 
one locql school superinten- 
dent who, along with other ed- 
ucators, is conducting a post 
mortem of the voter approval 
of Proposal A Tuesday. 

Dr. William Bedell, superin- 
tendent of Romulus schools, 
sees the outcome of the voters’ 
decision as “a windfall for 
rural towns at the expense of 
southeastern Michigan.” 

Bedell’s colleagues, how- 
ever, have adopted a wait-and- 
see policy. 

The ballot proposal, 
adopted by a 2-1 voter margin, 
will increase the state sales 
tax as of May 1 to 6 percent and 
subsequently reduce the state 
income tax to 4.4 from 4.6 per- 
cent. 

Proposal “A” also includes a 
6-mill state-wide property tax 


on all primary homes in Michi- 
gan. The constitutional amend- 
ment also provides for 
revenue guarantees of $5,000 
per pupil student. That’s al- 
most double the present 
amount some rural schools 
have had available in the past 
for their students. 

Dr. Edmond Beverly, super- 
intendent of Inkster schools, 
believes voters took a step in 
the right direction by approv- 
ing Proposal A because, he 
said, the spending gap bet- 
ween the rich and poor dis- 
tricts has been narrowed. 

“The equity question has 
been a serious concern for all 
of us who are in the business of 
educating our children,” 
stressed Beverly. “We here in 
Inkster will do better finan- 
cially thanks to Proposal A, 
but there still remains a gap. 

“This however is definitely 


is a step in the right direction.” 

Bedell, who is a superinten- 
dent of an out-of-formula 
school district, doesn’t believe 
so. The constitutionally- 
approved amendment will aid 
rural Michigan at the expense 
of counties like Wayne, Oak 
land and Macomb, where 
much of the Michigan indus- 
trial and commercial wealth is 
concentrated. 

The sales tax monies gener- 


ated in the populous and 
wealthier counties will be re- 
distributed to rural counties 
and their school districts 
where, Bedell predicts, Michi- 
gan Education Association 
(MEA) representatives will be 
standing in line to discuss 
teacher salary increases with 
their school boards. 

‘‘Those school districts 
(rural) didn’t have the money 
before. They have it now,

ently heard me,” Osborne said. 
“But a co-worker, Ken Brown, 
saw my cap passing through 
the grinder. He immediately 
realized something was wrong, 
climbed up so he could see 
into the hopper and spotted 
me lying there. 

“Ken, who was a former pa- 
ramedic, began to climb down 
into the machine to help me,” 
Osborne said. 

Meanwhile, his father, John 
Osborne Sr., immediately 
called 9-1-1 and despite the 30- 
degree below zero tempera- 
tures, police and fire units re- 
sponded immediately. 

Romulus Police Officers 
Tom Ellis and Mike St. Andre 
joined Brown in the rescue at- 
tempt. 

St. Andre remembers crawl- 
ing down into the hopper, as 
his fellow officers held on to 


one of his arms and his service 
belt. 

“I finally reached Johnny 
with my right arm and began to 
pull him loose,” he said, as 
Ellis and fellow officer Lowell 
Smith assisted him. 

“Despite the fact that he 
was in shock from the cold and 
loss of blood, I kept talking to 
him,” St. Andre recalled. “I 
told him who I was and he told 
me his name. Then I outlined 
what we were trying to do to 
free him from the machine.” 

The officers then began 
using a rope donated by the 
fire department to make a 
sling and pulled the Belleville 
High School freshman out of 
the hopper. 

“I just felt a tremendous 
sense of relief, as we placed 
him on a backboard and lifted 
him over the side of the hop- 
per,” St. Andre said. 

While the extreme cold 
hampered the rescue effort, 
police said it helped save Os- 
borne’s life as it slowed the 
bleeding from the open leg 


wound. 

The victim was rushed to 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
and then was flown to Univer- 
sity of Michigan Medical Cen- 
ter in Ann Arbor. 

The damage to Osborne’s 
leg was so severe it was ampu- 
tated later that day. 

Shortly after the exhilara- 
tion of the successful rescue 
ebbed somewhat, St. Andre re- 
alized that both of his own 
hands had gone numb from the 
extreme cold and working 
without gloves. “But luckily,” 
he said, “about a half hour 
later feeling began to return in 
both hands and I suffered no 
frostbite.” 

The police officers visited 
Osborne at the hospital and 
gave him a Romulus police 
baseball hat. When they heard 
he collected hats, they initi- 
ated a campaign that brought 
400 hats to the injured student. 

On Thursday, Osborne said 
that collection grew to 2,000 
before it ended. 

John Osborne Sr. expressed 


his gratitude to the officers 
and others involved in the res- 
cue. “Words just can’t fully 
cover my thoughts. What can 
you say when someone saves 
your son’s life, except a sin- 
cere and tearful thank you,” he 
said. 

Young Osborne, who gradu- 
ated last year from Belleville 
High School, shares that grati- 
tude. “All I can do is say thank 
you every time I see them,” he 
said. 

Both St. Andre and Ellis 
were presented with police de- 
partment life saving awards by 
Romulus Police Chief Fred 
Dansby and Mayor Beverly 
McAnally. 

Co-worker Brown also was 
given the highest civilian 
award for his efforts. 

While the accident took Os- 
borne off the playing field in 
several sports, he said it did 
not remove him from sports to- 
tally. “I served as manager of 
the high school cross country, 
track and basketball teams.”

thanks to Proposal A.” 

Bedell added that he wasn’t 
surprised to see that rural 
communities would be the 
beneficiaries of the new legis- 
lation “because, after all, Gov. 
Englergrew up in a rural area. 

“However, what I am sur- 
prised at is how many cities in 
southern Michigan supported 
the measure so handily. They 
obviously didn’t know what 
they were doing. And when 
they realize what has hap- 
pened, watch out” 

The superintendent said 
that he was elated to see that 
Romulus “voters saw through 
the Engler maze and realized 
Proposal A was not in their 
best interests and turned it 
down.” 

Under a provision of Pro- 
posal A, the state will guaran- 
tee a $5,000 per student 
foundation grant. However, 


school districts may also levy 
additional mills to raise the 
amount of money they have 
presently been spending on 
students. 

For example, if a school dis- 
trict was spending $6,500 on 
student education, it may levy 
the additional mills to main- 
tain the current spending 
levels, without a vote of the 
electorate. 

Some ‘‘hold harmless” 
school districts, such as South- 
field, will ask the voters to ap- 
prove a 14.2-mill increase to 
offset the loss of revenues. 
Other “richer school districts”, 
such as Birmingham, Troy, 
Novi are expected to follow 
the Southfield lead. 

In the meantime, many su- 
perintendents have scheduled 
meetings with their schools 
boards to explain the ramifica- 
tions of the vote.

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Officer saves life of 2-year-old

Officer James Dexter was 
recently honored by the West 
land Police Department for 
saving the life of a 2 year-old 
child in October 1992. 

Dexter was alerted to a 
house fire on the 38200 block 
of Carolon Street just as he 
was leaving the police station, 
located at 36701 Ford Road, at 
the end of his shift. Although 
another traffic officer was 
called to the scene, Dexter 
went to offer assistance. 

“Another officer was sent, 
but I was so close to the house 
that I decided to go,” Dexter 
said. 

When he arrived, Dexter en 
countered a 76-year-old wo- 
man on the front lawn of the 
residence who told him her 
house was on fire and her 2- 


year-old granddaughter was 
trapped inside. 

Without concern for his own 
personal safety. Dexter forced 
open the locked front door of 
the home to search for the tod- 
dler. 

“I could see the house filled 
with smoke. It just went so fast. 
I think an officer makes deci- 
sions based on a situation. If 
you think there’s a chance you 
could go in, you do,” Dexter 
said. 

When the door opened. Dex- 
ter saw the child falling down 
and quickly picked up the lit- 
tle girl and got her out of the 
home. 

"The little girl was standing 
behind the door - She must 
have been trying to get out," 
Dexter said. 

Dexter returned the child to 
her grandmother and asked if 


anyone else was in the home. 

"She (woman) said ‘no’ but I 
wanted to make sure so 1 went 
inside and began opening the 
windows to get the smoke out,” 
Dexter said. “She was upset, so 
I wouldn't take her word for 
face value. People don’t think 
straight when they’re upset.” 

After the home had aired 
out a little, Dexter found some 
hot dogs burning on the stove. 
He shut off the stove and re- 
moved the pan from the house. 

“She started cooking and 
forgot about it. She went out 
side to move the sprinkler ... 
When she realized she was 
locked out, she tried different 
methods to get back inside be- 
fore calling police,” Dexter 
said. 

The fire department arrived 
shortly after and cleared the 
house of the smoke. 

“If I’d waited a few minutes

longer who knows what condi- 
tion that little girl would’ve 
been in. It’s fortunate someone 
got there in a hurry,” Dexter 
said.

Call to dispatcher saves life

A little patience and kind 
ness can go a long way. 

That’s what Wayne police 
dispatcher Carla Farmer be- 
lieves after having saved the 
life of a former resident who 
attempted to commit suicide 
Dec. 5, 1992. 

Farmer managed to talk the 
individual out of shooting him- 
self by listening to him and 
consoling him for 26 minutes. 

“This was probably the most 
difficult call I have had in the 
last five years I worked at the 
Wayne Police Department,” 
Farmer said. “When the phone 
rang that day, he said he had a 
gun cocked to his head and 
was going to kill himself.” 

The former resident had 
called from his home in West- 
land. He informed Farmer he 
had been an alcoholic and had 
lost his wife, children and job. 

“He said he had just gotten 
his life back together again, 
and then everything started to 
fall apart'" Farmer said. “He 


a He kept saying 7 
gotta do this, I told 
him he didn V have to. 
He said I couldn 't 
possibly understand 
what he was going 
through. I then told 
him about my father 
dying of cancer, ff 


said he called our department 
because he used to live in this 
city. He said he needed help.” 

Farmer said her father was 
dying of cancer at the time of 
the call, and she was feeling 
very tired after having stayed 
up 36 hours with her family. 

“He kept saying ‘I gotta do 
this,’” Farmer said. “I told him 
he didn’t have to. He said I 
couldn’t possibly understand 
what he was going through. I 
then told him about my father 
dying of cancer. 


“When I started to tell him 
about that, I heard him put the 
gun down. Then, I heard him 
pick it back up again.” 

In order to make the 52- 
year-old man relax a little, 
Farmer told him she was en- 
joying their conversation. 

“He asked me again if I was 
getting him some help, and I 
told him I was,” Farmer said. 
“We contacted Westland po- 
lice, and when they arrived at 
the house, I told the man 
(Harry) to walk outside with 
his hands in view and not to 
wear a heavy coat so they 
wouldn’t think he was armed. 

“He did walk outside and 
was then led into the police 
car.” 

Farmer said that incident 
helped her realize even more 
that no matter what problems 
there are in life, they can be 
solved. 

“God doesn’t give you more 
than you can handle,” Farmer 
said. 

Farmer never heard from 
the Westland man after the in- 
cident, however, she said just 
knowing she could help some-

one was enough. 

“I like my job,” Farmer said. 
“I don’t like the paper work, 
but I like helping people. I feel 
I know how to relate to people, 
and I try to be as sensitive as I 
can.” 

Farmer was commended by 
her colleagues and received 
an award for her outstanding 
work from the members of the 
Wayne City Council.

Sweeney said the man re- 
gained consciousness and he 
tried to reassure him and keep 
him from getting too excited 
while en route to the hospital. 
Sweeney noted that it was dif- 
ficult to maintain the blood 
pressure of the elderly man 
during the trip. 

When the patient was 
brought to Beyer Hospital in 
Ypsilanti, he was turned over 
to the emergency room staff 
for treatment. 

“I had to do some paper 
work, and when I finished I 
went to see the man we had

hospital to ensure his safety. 


just brought in,” Sweeney said. 
“He was in bed - conscious and 
alert, and he said, ‘Thank you 
very much.’ Two weeks later, I 
checked with a nurse at the 
hospital, and she told me that 
he was doing well.” 

Because it is critical to re- 
ceive immediate treatment for 
heart attacks, Sweeney said, it 
was fortunate for the patient 
that he and his son were able 
to signal the ambulance and 
obtain treatment at once. 

“I don’t think he would have 
made it without immediate 
treatment,” Sweeney said. 

Sweeney has been em- 
ployed by Huron Valley Ambu- 
lance for seven months, and 
this aid to the heart attack vic- 
tim was his first experience as 
a “life saver.” 


“When you’re working on in- 
fants and children, it gets to 
you more,” said Davidson, also 
a father, “but all I did was my 
job.” 

According to medical per- 
sonnel, brain damage can oc- 
cur in four minutes without 
oxygen to the brain. Davison 
estimates the child went with- 
out air more than two minutes.
